FREE SEEDS ORDERED

(By United Press) 
Washington, Jan. 13.—Federal sup­ 
ervision of the oil industry—-In some 
manner similar to that in which the 
government now restrains the rail­ 
roads through the 
Interstate

merce Commission—may be 
recom­ 
mended to congress by the special 
committee now’ investigating gasoline 
prices. 
Some leaders In the probe believe 
this will prove th*- only method by 
which congress can legislate against 
soaring gasoline prices, it was learned 
today. 
Although the program will not take 
definite form until the committee con­ 
cludes its hearings in 
about 
thr«*<* 
weeks, it is learned the following 
three points are being considered: 
1. 
Government supervision of gas­ 
oline ami oil prices through further 
tariff restrictions. 
2. 
Absorption 
of 
huge 
dividends 
now being declared by some oil com­ 
panies lit lowering prices without re­ 
straining oil concerns from a "fair 
profit." 
3. 
Lowering the cost of operation 
by amalgamation of many large gaso­ 
line and oil companies which arc now 
separated legal entities although they 
are in truth closely interwoven by 
mutual stockholders.

TO TELL THINGS 


DRAMATIC 
CONFERENCE 
BE­ 
TWEEN LEADERS IN THE 
SENSATIONAL FIGHT 


TO UNMASK THE KLAN IN MORE- 
HOUSE PARISH WERE AR- 
RANGED TODAY 
(By rutted Brew*) 
Bastrop, La., Jan. 13.—A dramatic 
conference between leaders In the sen­ 
sational fight, to unmask the Ku Klux 
K la ii iii Morehouse parish Will be beld 
lu re Imlay. 
Attorney General Coco, whose probe 
of the brutal murder of Watt Daniels 
and Thomas Richard* has turned into 
an attempted expose of the "invisible 
government*' In an effort to end the 
reign of terror In the community, and 
Captain J. K. Skipwlth, exalted cy­ 
clops of the Kit Klux Klan, will dis­ 
cuss phases of the open hearing now 
being beld. 
Hklpwltli himself sought the con­ 
ference declaring he would be glad to 
divulge all information and acts of 
the Klan since its organization two 
years ago. 
Ile delared the state was making a 
mistake Iii delving into the affairs of 
the parish Klan or into the cause of 
un old feud between two factions in 
the community. 
The "opening of this old feud will 
result in bloodshed," he told state’s 
attorneys in seeking the conference 
toduy. 


Testimony ut Hearing Today 
Bastrop, La., Jun. 13.—A staged at­ 
tempt to assassinate B. M. McKoin, 
former Mer Rouge mayor, to get sym­ 
pathy for his reform program cul­ 
minated in the Danlei-Kichards mur­ 
ders, according to tho version one 
witness gave toduy in the opening 
hearing on Morehouse parish's reign 
of terror. 
McKoin fired shots into his automo­ 
bile to give the impression his life 
bud been endangered to gain support 
of tho Klan to help him punish his 
personal enemies, according to the 
general belief, W. T. Stuckey, former 
state senator, testified. 
"Th** conduct of the Ku Klux Klan 
in commission of (-rimes has been an 
every day subject 
of 
conversation 
among those opposed to their crimin­ 
al actions," Stuckey declared. 
"Did you ever hear any statement 
from Captain J. Ii. Hkipwith In ref­ 
erence to tile 
Rlchards-Danlels 
af­ 
fair?" he was asked. 
"Yes, it was tho day after a con­ 
ference in this court to settle trou­ 
ble growing out of the kidnaping. 
I 
have tho exact words written down 
hero, but I cannot repeat them in 
open court,” replied Senator Stuckey, 
handing a folded paper to the judge. 
"Smith Stevenson who was near me 
at the time said to Captain Sklpwlth: 
Well, I hear you settled that Mer 
Rouge affair. 
How did you settle it?* 
"Captain Skipwith replied: 'I told 
them tliut every man in Morehouse 
parish that didn’t keep his mouth shut 
and quit talking about the Klan was

FRENCH OCCUPATION OF RUHR 


T he French have ad* ii and Him; is an end to futile confer­ 
ences. In their occupation of Huhr they art- hacked by the Italian 
and Belgium g o v e r n m e n ts , and opposed by th e governments of 
Britain, and probably th e United States. 
There in some justification for the French advance into the 
Ruhr valley, an advance which they < laim is not of the charact ftp 
of a military or political movement at this time, but is taken lor 
the express purpose of collecting indemnities which the Germans 
have failed to pay. .Statistics show that the ie pala ti on* eommis- 
sion fixed the amount that France was to receive from Germany 
at 180 billion paper francs, that France has expended 46,6.36,000,- 
000 paper francs to repair actual devastation, and that Germany 
has paid over to France *h*> small amount of I billion 
in 
paper 
francs. 
Because Germany has so gravely failed to carry out the 
terms of the Versailles treaty the French claim justification for 
their occupation of Buhr. 
The failure of Germany to live up to her agreement has led 
to accusations that she has deliberately sought to depress the value 
of the mark and has sent vast amounts of money over hor borders. 
Her failure to deliver coal according to pledge dually led to the 
French advance. 
While France is justified in believing that Germany bas not 
attempted to make the payments on reparations to which she was 
pledged, there arc many economists who believe that Ila* figure is 
so high that Germany cannot possibly jmy i t, and I hut, because of 
this high figure beyond Germany s reach, tin* incentive to free the 
nation from its burden has bern negatived. France refuses to lis­ 
ten to recommendations suggesting that a commission revise the 
figure set ny the reparations commission in 1021. And France has 
gone into the Ruhr to collect what is due to her from the nation 
she defeated. 
” 
, 
There are Frenchmen who think thai the move is a regrettable 
necessity, while others have been itching to enter German terri­ 
tory and hope that French troops will never be withdrawn from 
the otcupied region. Those v ho wish to perm anently occupy this 
territory will not have the support of other peoples. 
Hut 
the 
French seem to be unable to see clearly what other people think 
about their country’s moves. 
This is evident 
from 
Poincare’s 
statement to the effect that there is no relation Between the with­ 
drawal of American troops and the French occupation of the Ruhr 
valley. 
Fiance seems to be intent upon keeping Germany in a state 
of economic and industrial weakness bul in this desire she has no 
support outside of her own borders unless it come from Italy and 
Belgium. Other nations wish to see Germany meet her obligations 
in a manly way and work towards that future when she will again 
become a strong and prosperous nation. 
France is in the Ruhr valley where she intends to stay until 
her claims are met. Her occupation of this territory threatens tho 
peace o f Europe, and ev e n though the German people may submit 
to this invasion of their country, France may be preparing for 
herself a spirit of sullen hatred in German hearts that 
will find 
ex perns ion at a laitr date and will bring upon France the very in­ 
vasion she professes to fear. Other nations must 
sjwak their 
minds, and no nation is better placed than America which may in 
time save Europe from its folly. 
Vt nile the action of France is not applauded by the world, the 
deliberate failure of Germany to meet hor obligations is not ap­ 
proved. 
The world has not forgotten that if France has broken 
an agreement in 1923 Germany treated ii certain treaty as a scrap 
of paper in 1914.

T h e drench have acted arid there is an end to I utile confer­ 
ences. 
In their occupation of Ruhr they are hacked by the Italian 
and Belgium g o v ernm ents, and opposed bv the governments of 
Britain, and probably the United States. 
There is some justification for the French advance into the 
R uhr valley, an advance which they claim is not of the character 
of a military or political movement at this time, but is taken for 
the express purpose of collecting indemnities which the Germans 
have failed to pay. Statistics show that the Herniations commis­ 
sion fixed the amount that France was to receive from Germany 
at 180 billion paper francs, that France has expended 45,586,000,- 
000 paper francs to repair actual devastation, and that Germany 
has paid over to France the small amount of 4 billion 
in 
paper 
francs. 
Because Germany has so gravely failed to carry out the 
term s of the Versailles treaty the French claim justification for 
their occupation of Buhr. 
The failure of Germany to live up to her agreement has led 
to accusations that she has deliberately sought to depress the value 
of the mark and has sent vast amounts of money over her borders. 
H er failure to deliver coal according to pledge finally led to the 
French advance. 
While Fiance is justified in believing that Germany has not 
attempted to make the payments on reparations to which she was 
pledged, there arc many economists who believe that the figure is 
so high that Germany cannot possibly pay it, and that, because of 
this high figure beyond Germany’s reach, the incentive to free tile 
nation from its burden has been negatived.

French seem to he unable to see clearly what other people think 
about their country’s moves. 
This is

statem ent to the effect that there is no relation between tin1 with­ 
drawal of American troops and the French occupation of tho Ruhr 
valley. 
Fiance seems to he intent upon keeping Germany in a s ta te | 
of economic and industrial weakness hut in this desire she has no 
support outside of her own borders unless it come from Italy and 
Belgium. Other nations wish to see Germany meet her obligat ions 
in a manly way and work towards that future when she will again 
become a strong and prosperous nation. 
France is in the Ruhr valley where she intends to stay until 
her claims are met. Her occupat ion of this territory threatens t he 
peace of Europe, and even though the German people may submit 
to this invasion of their country, France may he 
preparing 
for 
herself a spirit of sullen hatred in German hearts that 
will 
find 
experssion at a later date and will bring upon France the very in­ 
vasion she professes to fear. 
Other nations 
must 
speak their 
minds, and no nation is better placed than America which may in 
time save Europe from its folly. 
While the action of France is not applauded by the world, the 
deliberate failure of Germany to meet her obligations is not ap­ 
proved. 
The world has not forgotten that if France has broken 
an agreement in 1923 Germany treated a certain treaty as a scrap 
of paper iii 1914.
